MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

To  the  Mayor .  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Morpeth, 

Mr#  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

and  that  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  year  1969. 

First,  some  comments  on  vital  statistics  -  the  population  in  Morpeth  continued 
its  upward  trend,  with  an  increase  from  14,510  in  1968  to  14,620  in  1969.  The 
adjusted  birth  rate  increased  from  12.77  to  13.1  -  lower  than  the  national  figure  of 
16.9.  The  still  birth  rate  fell  from  16  to  15  per  1,000  live  and  still  births  -  but 
was  still  higher  than  the  national  figure  of  13.  The  number  of  infants  who  died  under 
the  age  of  one  year  increased  from  2  in  1968,  to  3  in  1969,  giving  a  rise  in  the 
infantile  mortality  rate  to  16  -  compared  with  a  national  rate  of  18. 

The  number  of  deaths  fell  from  224  in  1968  to  210  in  1969,  giving  a  fall  in  the 

adjusted  death  rate  from  10.78  to  9.5  -  well  below  the  national  level  of  11.9.  One 

death  occurred  from  respiratory  tuberculosis,  and  there  was  once  again  an  increased 
number  of  deaths  from  malignant  neoplasms  from  36  in  1968  to  42  in  1969  -  the  latter 
cause  accounting  for  2 Qffo  of  the  total  deaths.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  from  8  in  1968  to  13  in  1969.  Deaths 
from  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  and  from  cerebrovascular  disease  both 
decreased  in  the  year  under  review. 

No  major  outbreak  of  infection  occurred  in  the  town  during  the  year.  Four  new 
cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified  -  a  reminder  that  this  d&soaae  is  still 
present  with  us  and  that  constant  vigilance  is  necessary  if  it  is  to  be  kept  in  check. 

One  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified,  due  to  salmonella  typhimurium  phage  type  U20. 

The  patient  picked  up  the  infection  while  on  holiday  xirhen  she  was  having  meals  in 
various  parts  of  the  country,  so  that  it  was  impossible  to  trace  the  source  of  infection. 

One  case  of  measles,  in  a  three-month-old  baby,  was  notified  in  November.  The 
following  table,  showing  the  number  of  cases  of  measles  in  Morpeth  in  the  past  ten  years 
illustrates  the  tendency  to  the  two-yearly  cycle  of  occurrence  of  the  disease :-

One  would  have  expected  1969  to  have  been  the  biennial  epidemic  year  for  measles 
in  the  town,  but  the  vaccination  campaign  carried  out  in  1968  undoubtedly  controlled 
the  number  of  cases.  Unfortunately  the  measles  vaccination  campaign,  which  got  off  to 
a  good  start  in  1968,  came  to  a  temporary  halt  in  March,  1969  with  the  suspension  of 
vaccine  produced  by  one  firm.  As  a  result,  only  419  children  were  vaccinated  against 
measles  in  the  whole  of  the  Central  Area  of  Northumberland  during  1969,  in  comparison 
with  1,096  in  the  previous  year. 

It  is  hoped  that  when  measles  vaccine  becomes  readily  available  once  again, 
vaccination  against  this  disease  will  be  accepted  as  a  routine  procedure  to  follow 
immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  in  the  second 
year  of  life. 

In  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  three  cases  of  infective  hepatitis  were  notified; 
a  young,  adult  male  and  two  children  wore  affected.  The  infection  had  spread  from  a 
neighbouring  district,  where  cases  had  been  occurring  for  some  time.  It  is  anticipated 
that  cases  vrill  continue  to  occur  in  the  town  for  a  considerable  period. 

This  disease  whioh  is  caused  by  an  unidentified  virus  and  which  is  world-wide  in 
distribution,  only  befame  notifiable  in  this  countiy  in  June  1968,  and  it  was  after 
that  date  that  an  estimate  of  the  number  of  cases  occurring  locally  in  the  area  could 
be  obtained. 


In  infective  hepatitis  the  incubation  period  nay  be  as  long  as  six  weeks  so 
that  epidemics  tend  to  be  long  and  drawn-out.  For  every  case  in  which  jaundice 
develops,  it  is  estimated  that  there  may  be  ten  cases  in  the  community  which  do 
not  develop  jaundice,  and  since  generally  it  is  only  when  jaundice  shows  itself 
that  the  patient’s  doctor  is  consulted.  it  follows  that  the  disease  is  much  more 
wide-spread  than  the  number  of  notified  cases  would  indicate. 


The  virus  is  present  in  the  faeces  for  two  to  three  weeks  before  the  occurrence 
of  jaundice,  and  for  about  one  week  a.fter,  and  the  route  of  spread  of  infection  is 
generally  from  infected  hands  to  the  mouth.  From  this  brief  account  of  infective 
hepatitis  it  will  be  obvious  that  isolation  of  patients  helps  very  little  in  the 
spread  of  infection,  for  the  patients  are  rarely  isolated  before  they  are  jaundiced 
and  they  will  have  already  been  infectious  for  two  to  three  weeks.  Apart  from 
these  jaundiced  cases,  there  must  be  many  undiagnosed  mild  cases  without  jaundice 
occurring  in  the  community  and  those  patients  will  not  be  isolated.  The  only 
effective  action  to  be  taken  in  an  effort  to  stem  the  spread  of  an  epidemic,  is 
strict  attention  to  personal  hygiene,  but  it  must  be  emphasized  that  the  provision 
of  washing  and  other  facilities  may  not  always  reduce  the  incidence  of  the  disease; 
it  is  essential  that  these  facilities  be  utilized. 

The  new  swimming  bath  in  the  town  was  officially  opened  in  July  1969. 

Teething  troubles  were  experienced  in  the  first  few  months.  It  took  time  and 
thought  to  get  the  filter  plant  working  correctly  and  the  chemical  and  bacteriological 
readings  to  a  satisfactory  level.  This  is  demonstrated  in  the  table  of  readings 
given  later  in  the  report  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector.  Some  complaints 
of  soreness  of  the  eyes  of  swimmers  were  received  from  time  to  time  .and  an  excessive 
concentration  of  chlorine  in  the  water  was  blamed  for  this.  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  expressed  concern  about  this  matter,  but  trouble  with  conjunctivitis 
in  people  using  chlorinated  swimming  bath  water  is  not  an  uncommon  experience,  and 
water-chemistry. connected  with  the  operation  of  swimming  pools  is  extremely  complex. 
Accurate  determinations  of  ph  and  of  free  chlorine  were  made  every  two  hours  and  the 
readings  were  maintained  within  accepted  levels.  A  sudden  increa.se  in  the  number 
of  swimmers  required  an  adjustment  of  the  feed  rates  of  chlorine,  and  soda  ash  to 
increase  alkalinity  of  the  water,  but  again  the  amounts  added  were  controlled  by 
regular,  two  hourly  tests  of  the  water.  Close  supervision  was  required  to  maintain 
a  negative  bacteriological  count  using  the  minimal  quantity  of  chlorine. 

The  swimming  bath  is  in  itself  a  public  health  measure.  Apart  from  members  of 
the  general  public  and  shcool  children  who  learnt  to  swim  there  during  the  year  and 
who  were  instructed  in  life-saving  and  resuscitation  methods,  the  bath  was  also  used 
regularly  by  patients  from  hospitals  in  the  adjacent  area.  Physically  and  mentally 
handicapped  adults  and  children  attended  special  sessions  and  were  taught  to  swim. 
Merit  awards  were  given  to  the  children  in  these  cases,  for  the  effort  reouired  in 
reaching  a  certain  level  of  attainment,  and  special  mention  must  be  made  here  of  the 
excel  lent  and  most  praiseworthy  work  carried  out  by  the  swimming  bath  manager  and 

®  who  cop?d  with  each  individual  handicapped  child  with  gentle  persuasion 

and  the  utmost  patience.  Their  reward  must  be  in  succeeding  in  having  taught  a 

md,  mentally  handicapped  child  to  swim,  a  mentally  handicapped  boy  to  attain  the 
bronze  award  of  the  Royal  Life  Saving  Society  and  in  many  other  similar  instances. 

Finally,  I  should  like  once  again  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  help  which 
I  have  been  given  by  Mrs.  Hay  during  the  year,  for  the  co-operation  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  and  other  Council  Officials,  and  for  the  continued  interest  and 
support  of  the  members  of  the  Council.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

Ambulance  Service. 

^This  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  from  the  Ambulance  Station  in 
Gas  House  Lane,  where  there  are  four  ambulances,  a  Station  Officer  and  nine  Drivers. 
The  station  is  manned  from  8.a.m.  until  midnight  each  day  and,  during  the  rest  of  the 

hours’  drivers  are  on  stand-by  duty.  All  vehicles  can  be  controlled  by  r-dio  from 
tne  Central  Control  at  Wide open. 

One  of  the  two  vehicles  in  Northumberland  County  to  be  used  in  the  event  of  a 
major  disaster,  is  stationed  and  maintained  at  Morpeth  Ambulance  Depot. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services. 

The  full  range  of  services  is  provided  at  the  County  Council’s  Clinic  in  Gas 
House  Lane,  where  there  are  three  Health  Visitors. 

The  three  firms  of  practitioners  now  make  full  use  of  the  clinic  building  for 
maternity  and  child  welfare  work.

Meals  on  Wheels. 

1  Figures  supplied  by  the  County  Organiser  of  the  Women's  Royal  Voluntary  Service 

show  that,  during  1969  3,013  meals  were  delivered  to  old  people  in  their  own  homes 
|in  the  town. 

Chiropody  for  Old  People. 


This  service  continued  to  operate  through  the  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee. 


Home  Safety  Comnittee 
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This  enthusiastic  and  active  committee,  sponsored  by  the  Borough  Public  Health  . 
Committee,  continued  to  meet  regularly  during  the  year.  Financial  help  Tas 

received  from  Morpeth  Borough  Council,  end  also  from  the  Central  Area  lie  Oth  Sub 
Committee  of  the  County  Council. 


Much  publicity  generally  is  given  to  the  promotion  of  road  safety,  but  it  must 
e  realized  that  the  number  of  people  who  die  each  day  as  the  result  of  .an  accident 
their ^ own  home  is  only  fractionally  smaller  than  the  number  who  die  as  the  result  of 
a  road  accident.  In  statistics  given  by  RoS.P.A.  in  May,  1969  for  Great  Britain, 
shovm  thrt  thG  of  fatalities  due  to  home  accidents  had  fallen  below 

8,000  per  annum  for  the  first  time  in  10  years.  RoS.P.A.  expressed  the  view  that 
increased  home  safety  activity,  through  local  Hone  Safety  Committees,  had  contribute- 
towards  greater  public  awareness  of  the  hone  accident  problem,  and  in  no  small 

helped  to  reduce  the  loss  of  life  caused  by  hone  accidents.  It  is  hope< 
that  the  downward  trend  of  these  figures  will  continue.

Sampling  of  Water  for  lead  content. 

One  sample  of  drinking  water  was  thken  from  a  building  predominantly  fitted  witl 
lead  pipes  to  check  for  lead  content  derived  from  the  action  of  the  water  on  lead 

The  Analyst  reported  the  lead  content  of  the  sample  to  be  less  than  0.02  per 
million.  The  upper  limit  set  by  the  World  Health  Organisation,  International 
Standards  is  0.05  parts  per  million.  The  sample  therefore  is  satisfactory.

As  seen,  the  results  ox’  the  samples  considerably  fluctuated  especially 


between  mid- June  to  early  August  and  on  protracted  investigation  it  was  considered 
that  the  purification  apparatus,  especially  the  filter,  had  not  bottled-in ’’to 
give  its  proper  function. 

Chlorination  dosages  were  also  investigated  in  c on  junction  with  the 
erratic  bathing  leads,  and  eventually,  the  swibamiag  pool  superintendent 
achieved  the  balance  to  give  a  sterile  water,  which  subsequent  samples  showed , 

±t  is  inevitable  however,  that  in  such  a  complex  chemical,  exchange  as  is 
involved  in  the  purification  of  swimming  pool  water,  from  time  to  time,  sample 
results  will  vary  requiring  adjustment  of  apparatus  and  application  of  cleansing 
techniques . 
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Camping  Sites  and  Reoreational  Facilities  . 

There  are  not  at  present  any  camping  sites  in  the  Borough,  ample 
facilities  oeing  available  within  easy  reach  of  the  town  •  The  Borough  does 
however,  ca wer  i or  many  other  recreational  past— times  and  activitD.es  to  satisfy 
almost  all  tastes  and  which  are  enjoyed  by  the  townspeople  and  visitors,  giving 
pleasure  and  resultant  well-being. 

The  most  recent  addition  to  what  the  town  offers,  is  the  attractive 
modern  swimming  pool  set  by  the  river-side  in  the  Newmarket,  and  obviously 
greatly  appreciated  by  the  swimming  fraternity, 

A  further  attraction,  is  the  well— wooded  parkland  to  the  Y/est  of  the  town, 
whxoh  is  under  development  as  an  extra  retreat  for  those  who  enjoy  country  walks. 
In  terms  of  sporting  activities,  and  other  aids  to  good  health,  Morpeth  is  in  the 
forefront  of  providers.

Drainage  and  Sewerage, 


As  for  several  years  past,  the  continued  growth  of  the  town  brought 
further  expansion  of  the  drainage  and  sewerage  systems  with  a  consequent  rise  in 
the  quantity  of  sewage  to  be  treated  at  the  purification  works*  This  imposed 
considerable  pressure  on  the  existing  plant  with,  at  times,  an  inevitable  decline 
in  the  quality  of  the  effluent.  However,  the  close  of  the  year  saw  good  progress 
on  the  works  extensions  and  improvements,  which  are  expected  to  be  in  service  in 
1970. 

No  serious  breakdowns  occurred  in  the  systems  during  the  year  apart  from 
a  troublesome  obstruction  of  the  sewer  at  Maf staking  Park  causing  an  overflow  into 
the  Churchbum.  This  was  promptly  remedied. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal,  and  Street  Cleansing. 

Collection  and  disposal  of  the  towns  refuse  proceeded  satisfactorily 
during  the  year,  all  refuse  being  dealt  with  at  the  Quarry  Woods  site  to  the  east 
of  the  town#  The  amount  of  combustible  matter  in  the  refuse  was  still  of 
considerable  proportion,  and  it  was  necessary  to  burn  as  much  as  possible  on  a 
selected  part  of  the  site,  to  reduce  the  risk  of  fires  on  the  tip  face,  and, 
although  this  action  does  produce  smoke  and  fumes  which  at  times  tends  to  drift 
towards  the  Wiorral  Bank  and  adjacent  areas,  it  is  under  greater  control  than 
would  be  the  case  if  the  tip  itself  caught  fire  -  a  much  more  serious  situation. 

Although  no  complaints  were  received  regarding  this,  it  is  repeated 
that  the  time  is  looked  forward  to,  when  a  better  method  of  refuse  disposal  is 
possible . 

Street  cleansing  was  also  maintained  during  the  year  despite  the  ever- 
increasing  acreage  or  roads  and  footpaths  on  the  developing  estates. 

Here  again  one  needs  to  reiterate  that  this  service  to  tfche  communit}?-  is 
not  much  helped  by  the  thoughtless  and  perhaps  couldn* t  care-less  attitude  of 
those  who  drop  litter  in  the  streets. 

This  is  noticeable  in  the  main  shopping  areas,  and  especially  in  the 
Newmarket,  despite  the  generous  supply  of  litter  baskets. 

One  hopes  that  1970,  being  European  Conservation  Year,  will  see  a  greater 
awareness  on  the  part  of  the  general  public,  of  the  benefit  to  be  derived  from 
clean  and  brighter  streets. 

Rivers  (Prevention  of  Pollution)  Act  1956  &  1961. 

During  1969,  several  inspections  were  made  of  the  river  Wansbeok  and 
its  tributaries  for  the  presence  of  any  pollution.  Except  for  the  matter 
mentioned  earlier  concerning  Churchbum  and  minor  traces  of  oil  in  the  Wansbcck, 
the  source  of  the  latter  undetermined  no  other  pollution  was  noted. 
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No.ise  Abatement  Act  I960. 

During  the  year  three  complaints  of  noise  were  dealt  with.  Two 
complaints  were  of  a  domestic  nature  and  one  concerned  the  chimes  of  ice  cream 
vendors.  The  latter  complaint  was  not  directed  to  excessive  noise  from  any 
particular  vendor,  hut  f?.',om  the  number  of  vendors  competing  for  trade  at  one 

time.  Subsequent  investigation  and  location  checks  did  not  produce  actionable 
evidence . 

Advice  and  cautions  were  given  cn  the  domestic  cases. 

Animals  Act  1931* 

There  is  only  one  licenced  pet  shop  in  the  Borough.  Xusnc-otione  >ro-i\o 
dux: nig  the  year  revealed  no  contraventions  of  the  terms  of  licence* 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  pests  Act,  l%-9. 

During  the  year,  vigorous  action  was  maintained  in  the  destruction  and 
control  of  rats  and  mice  in  the  Borough,  an  effort  well  repaid  in  that  no  major 
infestations  were  found  anywhere  within  the  town  boundary.  Each  and  every 
infestation  whether  from  complaint  or  survey  was  immediately  dealt  with  and 
never  allowed  to  develop.  Poison  baits  as  recommended  by  the  Rodent  Division 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Fisheries  and  Food  were  used  supported  by  ether 
approved  methods,  skillfully  applied  by  the  Council1 s  rodent  operator. 

The  sewerage  system  was  given  the  twice  yearly  baiting  treatments  and 
results  showed  that  the  sewers  were  not  badly  infested. 

A.s  for  some  years  past,  it  was  again  a  pleasure  to  make  available  our 
campaign  maps  equipment,  records,  and  a  section  of  the  town's  sewerage  system  to 
student  Public  Health  Inspectors  from  the  Charles  Trevelyan  College,  Newcastle- 
Upon-Tyne  for  their  practical  training  in  sewer  treatments,  the  methods  adopted 
an  the  Borough  being  suited  to  their  studies.

Ice  Cream. 

The  number  of  premises  registered  in  the  Borough  for  the  storage  and 
sale  of  ice  cream  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  2^.  Three  samples  were  taken  during 
the  year,  2  samples  falling  into  G-rade  2,  and  1  into  G-rado  3. 

Premises  and  equipment  were  inspected  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Food 
Hygiene  (G-eneral)  Regulations. 

Public  Abattoir . 

The  Council  owned  and  operated  public  abattoir  continued  to  function  well 
during  bhe  year  so  iar  as  tne  mechanics  of  the  prj;  ins  are  concerned.  However, 
the  throughput  oi  animals  was  well  below  the  capacity  of  the  building  due  to 
seveial  factors,  e.g.  lack  oi  new  customers, —alleged  high  price  of  animals,  a 
reduced  public  demand  for  butchers’  meat  and  strong  competition  from  other 
sources  as  for  example,  export  of  live  animals  to  overseas  countries.  This  was 
leflected  in  a  loss  oi  income  from  the  abattoir,  causing  much  conoem,  since 


-  11  - 


expenses  on  the  efficient  running  of  the  Abattoir  continue  to  increase.  Economies 
so  far  as  staff  is  concerned  are  not  possible,  there  being  only  two  slaughtermen 
and  one  general  labourer  whose  duties  also  include  lairage  work  and  cleansing  of 
the  premises.  This  latter  duty  is  of  prime  importance  and  whatever  other  savings 
are  possible,  hygiene  cannot  be  curtailed  for  the  sake  of  economy. 

So  far  as  the  location  of  the  abattoir  is  concerned  no  complaints  were 
received  from  the  area. 

The  premises  were  well  maintained,  and  a  new  type  of  self -filling  drinking 

bowl  ass  installed  in  the  lairages.  The  following  table  shows  the  throughput  of 
animals  for  19 69.

All  rejected  material  is  removed  from  the  premises  twice  weekly  by  a  firm 
specialising  in  by-products,  and  whose  factory  is  outside  of  the  Borough.

During  the  year,  several  inspections  of  other  foodstuffs  were  made,  and  the 
weight  of  that  rejected  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  was  :  7  cwt.  2  qrs. 

Surrender  certificates  were  issued,  and  the  food  destroyed  by  the  Public  Health 
Department . 


12S Hygiene  and_  Educational  work. 

In  common  with  past  years,^  close  attention  was  paid  to  all  kinds  of  food 
premises,  but  particularly  those/ open  food  is  sold,  or  prepared  for  sale  for  human 
consumption.  Only  through  frequent  inspection  and  attention  to  detail  can  one  be 
reasonably  sure  that  the  consuming  public  are  protected.  The  development  of  new, 
Hides tructable  and  impervious  building  materials  for  surface  finishings,  improved 
machinery,  the  wider  use  of  detergents  and  other  germicidal  elements  plus  copious 
supplies  of  hot  water,  all  measurably  advance  the  standard  of  cleanliness  required, 
and  it  is  mainly  where  the  human  sector  fails  to  apply  the  rules,  that  failure  some¬ 
times  occurs.  Generally  speaking,  food  shops  and  factories  are  unking  welcome 
strides  m  the  march  towards  better  hygiene  and  proprietors  reaping  the  benefits  of 
clean  and  orderly  premises,  both  in  the  serving  area  and  the  storage  and  preparation 
areas  at  the  rear,  which  are  of  great  importance.  Indeed  it  is  the  preparation 
areas  where  closest  vigilance  is  needed. 

Posters,  walks  and  discussions  with  proprietors,  managers  and  staffs, 

lectures  and  demonstrations,  formed  the  customary  pattern  of  educational  work  in  the 
Borough,  on  food  hygiene. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  136  premises  where  food  is  handled,  and 
sold  to  the  public  as  shown  in  the  following  table
